AM sometimes aakéd what T think of the 

present standard of operatic tasto in this 
country; whether it is higher or lower than it 
was nome fen years ago, or whether it haa im- 
proved and atiained a consistently higher level 
My experience inclines me to the belief that an 
improvement has taken place, Certainly. am 
L of the opinion that our poople naw think 
more of opera in the vernacular than they did 
before the war. It is, perhaps, difficult to give 
‘any definite reason for this change, although it 
fay, of course, be put down to the improved 
fniiseiation of our operatic singers, and. the 
fact that an English audience ean take & more 
intelligent interest in the dramatic action sehen 
if understands the words and can follow their 

‘Then again—and this applies particularly to 
the interest in Wagner's works—the steady: 
propaganda which has now been carried ont 
for some years by Sir Henry Wood at. his 
‘annual season of Promenade Concerts, where 
not only attached operatic numbers but, in 
some eases, entire acts have heen performe: 
may account to som extent for the ever-growing 
fappreciation of the German master's works, 

Be this as it may, it tn extremely gratifying 
sign and one which hat perhaps gone a long 
way towards lightening the burdens of the 
operatic entrepreneur. I feel that I can only. 
fatriiute the wider appreciation of opera £0 
these factors which a decade ago were not 
regarded az of vital importance, bat which 
today most certainly are 


Important New Work. 
As many would doubtless weleome ome news 
reganting the fortheoming season of the British 
National Opera Company at Covent Garden, 
T may at once: say. that it will comprise some 
features of permatient interest ; for instance, 
amongst the new works, and revivals of operag 
which will be inched, I should Tike. to draw 
‘tention to Albeatis, by Retland Boughtor 
‘which will have its first mal public performance:

How Nature Protects 
Her Charges. 


A Talk from London, by E. Kay Robinson. 


[ BORE (0 stow vou ow some of our familar 
‘British aniinals tell the same great story aa 
the wild beasts of other Inad 
‘commonest things becom 
they illasteate 
host wouderful work 

"To begin with, Took at our Targest wild land 
tanita, the red deer. OF course, he is not really 
red, but « bright Khaki. Now, why should he 
and the hare be the only British animals that 
‘wear Khaki, like the Lions and antelopes of 
Asien? Tt'is because he and the hare are the 
fouly ones which always live and fight for theie 
Tives out in the open, as the Hons andantelopes 
do, 


‘and even cur 
mie of Nature's 


you ace he 


And in his changing colouring at different 
periods of his life the red deer repeats as largo 
2 chapter of the ancient history of our own 
‘conntey as the lion docs of frien 


Tho Lion's Camouflage. 

‘The spotted fur of young lion cubs shows that 
rages anil ages ago all Tone were spotted, and 
this was beeause they hunted then in the vast 
primeval forests of Africa, whore the sunlight, 
sprinkled throagh foliage overhead, dappled 
everything with light and dark spots, and made 
spotted hide the oily effective camoutlage 
oth for hunters and hunted, But when, with 
gradual change of climate, African forest 
fave way to desert and sunburnt plain, the fon 
had to give up hunting spotted. woodland deer, 
fund took to the oper, where herds of khaki 

losred antelopes were moltiplying, and for 
this Jife he had. to wear khaki too; but his 
potted cubs still tell ua that ages ago he wax a 
spotted beast of the woods 

So, when we now see that all red-deee fawns 
fare conspicuously spotted all over with whit 
wwe Know that a similar changp must have 
cecurred in Britain, and the gradual die 
‘appearance of primeval forest. must have com. 
peilled our one-time spotted woodland deer t0 
futon the khaki wufform of the open, The 
red-deer fawns, howover, are still spotted, like 
the lion cubs, because in infancy they have to 
he left while their parent secks food, hidden 
among undergrowth ‘whows dappled shale still 
fuits thee spotted colouring. 


lden by Stripes. 
Thus the rect deer tells us the same secrets 
‘of Nature that we learn from the lions and 
Teopards of other lands; but where is Britain 
shall we fiud an explanation of the stripes which 
the roaming tiger and zebra wear to secure 
invisibility of movement at dusk, #0 that’ a 
herd of xebra. passing on the veld looks only 
ike a mist ? 

We hava no British. animal completely 
striped ; bot in the face of the badger, with its 
‘istinot black and white stripes. we nee the san 
clever device of Nature strikingly displayed. For 
the moment of peril in the wild hadger's daily 
Ife comes at dusk in the evening, when he puts 
his head out of his burrow to reconnoitre before 
Venturing forth upon his nightly prowl. He 
oes not. know what enemy may ‘be waiting 
outside with watchful eves which would 
instantly notice the movement of his head, i i 
swereall af ne colour. “But the bade, with hix 
face bokdly camouflaged in stripes, eam tum his 
head this way and that without detectia 
before venturing forth, 

Thus, even the striped tiger has his parallel 
in British wild Ge, ia which, indeed, very few, 
if any, of Nature's clover devices of evolution 
fife unrepresented. Look at the red deer again 
atid sex bow ite bouriding gait when disturbed, 


its slender limbs and dainty, pointed hoe 
contrast with the badger's dat fect, short l 
ambling gait 

Except the reindeer and a few relatives, who 
‘are equipped with large splay-foet for slip shod 
travolling over wastes of enow or toarsh, all 
Kinds of deer have tapering nba and newt fet 
Iecause they are all denizens of woodland, of 
of places covered with scrubby. veuetation, 
Hero fiat fect or aplay-feet. would. be entang 

at every step. 


Pur Made for Burrowing 
Very different is the difficulty which Natore 
hhas had to surmount in the case of the badger 
Tt nover teeda to traverse. tho Iandseape. at 
speed, Its skulking, evaaive hubite when abroad 
fare ita safeguard; but at home, it aust be 
prepared to disappear at any’ 1 
Hs burrow without delaying to turn round in 
sand with itt flat feet and 
ee as quickly backwa

Hf you had never seen nor heard of «badger 
ture shown w piece of its skin with the 
hair on, you should be abil to tell that it is an 
animal which Tives in a burrow and can run 
backwards and forwards init, 

Tt does not matter which way you stroke the 
badger or those other underground dwellers, 

ls and the rabbit, ‘Their fur has no 
set" in anty diregtion, because they all noed 
to be able to run either backwards oF forwards, 
‘through narrow passages; and for the san 
reason their fur has no particular colour 


Nature's Wonderful Care, 

From all this it might acon that the funny old 
badger is in a sort of way Nature's favourite 
considering what great pains have boon’ taken 
{6 belp him in his queer ways of life; but thers 
ie no’ wild. British ereatire which you oan 
intelligently examine withsut discovering equally 
remarkable evidence of Nature's care in ite 
evolation, 

How did the stag acquire his huge, branching 
antlers? Why must he drop them each sprin 
‘and renew them each sununer ? Why do they 
grow in velvet?) Why have they such a re- 
markable shape * Why bas the wag #0 loud a 
bellow? Why, when stagsace fighting, do they 
emit bo strong a smell of musk that it is quite 
‘unpleasant to be near them? 

T have not time to anawer al these quications 5 
but Twill take the last, Why do staga when 
fighting emit a strong smell of musk ? All 
cariivorous animals detest the smell of musk 
tand whenever Nature gives to any creature « 
protective scent, it is always a strong, musky 
tell for use when necessary. 
jghting for Wis 
So,lions and Keopards and wolves are careful 
not fo go near fighting stays; and the reason 
why Nature has given to stags thie strong soont 
Tor use only when fighting is because for one fort 
night in every year each stag i s0 absorbed jn 
fighting foe wives with other stags thal, if he 
Were not specially protected just then, he could 
‘easily he stalled and killed by any beast of prey 
fand the race would he exterminated. Ihit, while 
fighting, the stags are doing Nature's’ work 
far the volition of the race, ao Nature protects 
them until the work i finished. 

The answers to all the other questions aro

{to some principle of evolution which explains 
many other questions about other creatures 
fand by stadying these, you learn to understand
